NEWS ITEMS 

Grand prizes were awarded at the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition to F. C. 
Frieseke, for painting, and Henry Wolf for 
wood engraving. To the following, like- 
wise in the American section, medals of 
honor were given: John W. Alexander, 
Cecilia Beaux, Emil Carlsen, Willard 
Metcalf, Violet Oakley, Richard E. Miller, 
W. Elmer Schofield, Walter Griffin and 
Lawton Parker, for oil paintings; to Lilian 
Prescott Hale, Laura Coombs Hills, 
Charles H. Woodbury, F. Walter Taylor, 
Frank Mura and Henry Muhrmann, for 
water colors and drawings; to Herbert 
Adams, Karl Bitter and D. C. French, for 
sculpture; and to D. A. Wehrschmidt and 
C. Harry White for etching and engraving. 
Gold, silver and bronze medals were also 
awarded — the list is long and notable, 

The print collection of the Fogg Art 
Museum of Harvard University has been 
enriched recently by the addition of 
twenty or more engravings. Some were 
the gift of friends, others were purchased 
by the Museum at the sale of the collection 
of the late Gen. Brayton Ives, of New York. 
They are the work chiefly of Italian and 
German engravers of the late fifteenth and 
early sixteenth centuries. All are fine 
impressions from important plates by 
masters of the art of engraving and ma- 
terially enrich a collection already strong 
in masterpieces of that early period. Most 
of them are from famous collections, and 
their pedigree is an added guarantee of fine 
quality. 

Eight paintings have been purchased for 
the Brooklyn Museum from its Exhibition 
of Contemporary American Paintings. 
These comprise "View of Central Park," 
by Childe Hassam; "Winter, St. Ives," by 
Haley Lever; two pictures by Edward H. 
Potthast entitled "On the Beach" and 
"Bathers"; "Washoe Valley, Nevada," 
by Albert L. Groll; "Lady in Gold," by 
T. W. Dewing; "Portrait," by William J. 
Baer, and an "Interior," by Benjamin D. 
Kopman. 

Under the auspices of the Art Association 
of New Orleans the number of exhibitions 
held in the Delgado Museum during the 



past year has been larger than during any 
previous year, and the number of sales has 
also increased materially. The Association's 
policy is to secure the best in the way of 
contemporary exhibitions, and among those 
held during the past season were the 
American Federation of Arts Exhibition of 
Water-Colors, an exhibition of paintings 
by F. Usher DeVoll, and an exhibition of 
work by students and alumni of the Amer- 
ican Academy in Rome. 

A notable exhibition comprising sixty- 
five paintings by prominent American 
artists was held for several weeks during 
the early part of the summer in Youngs- 
town, Ohio, under the auspices of the 
Mahoning Institute of Art. 

The Minnesota State Art Commission 
will hold its twelfth annual exhibition of 
art at the State Fair which is to be held in 
Hamline, Minn., from September 6th to 
12th. This will include paintings, sculp- 
ture, etchings and photographs, handicrafts 
and work in the industrial arts. 

A Commission for the Encouragement of 
Local Art has been established by Chicago 
to select works of art by resident painters 
and sculptors which are to be placed in the 
City Hall, the public schools and other 
public buildings of the city. A sum of 
$5,000 is to be annually appropriated for 
this purpose. At the first meeting of the 
Commission over 400 works of art were 
submitted, and from these nine oil paint- 
ings, two water colors, one piece of sculpture 
and one etching were purchased, The 
pictures were subsequently displayed in the 
Art Institute when a reception was given 
in honor of the Mayor and the City Council 
by the Chicago Society of Artists. 

A Children's Museum of Fine Arts is to 
be established in Boston. The purpose of 
this Institution will be to train children to 
appreciate art. It will really be as a kinder- 
garten to the grown-up Museum, showing 
samples of the beautiful objects to be seen 
in the latter, and cultivating an inclination 
for further inquiry and exploration. But 
what is more, this Museum will serve as a 
distributing center, lending its exhibits 
freely to settlements and other institutions 
and to the homes of the children, employing 
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the system so well tried out by the Public 
Libraries. The plan was projected by 
Mr. Fitz Roy Carrington, curator of prints 
of the Boston Museum of Fine Arts and is 
under the charge of the Settlement Museum 
Association. 

The Cincinnati Art Museum opened, the 
last of May, its twenty-second annual ex- 
hibition of American Art — a comprehensive 
and really notable collection of paintings 
and sculpture by American artists. This 
exhibition continues throughout the sum- 
mer and offers' much in interest both to 
citizens of Cincinnati and travelers passing 
through that city on their way to the east 
and west coasts. 

The Memorial Gallery, Rochester, is 
showing as its summer exhibition a loan 
collection of paintings owned and lent by 
residents of Rochester. English, French, 
German, Italian, Spanish, Dutch, Austrian 
and Polish artists are represented as well as 
American, and the period of production 
covered extends from the sixteenth century 
to our own day. Many of the canvases are 
exceptionally fine examples. 

The Worcester Art Museum has acquired 
during the past year paintings by Ghirlan- 
dajo, Perugino, Morland and Emil Carlsen, 
some important pieces of sculpture, art 
objects and prints. In its library are now 
to be found over 3,000 books, more than 
13,000 photographs, and nearly 6,500 lan- 
tern slides available for art study. This 
museum has lately become a chapter of the 
American Federation of Arts, which now 
includes among its affiliated organizations 
every art museum in the United States. 

The Rhode Island School of Design in 
Providence shows as its summer exhibition 
the important private collection of Amer- 
ican paintings belonging to Dr. Alexander 
C. Humphreys, of New York. This unusual 
collection comprises 158 paintings, seventy- 
nine of which were shown in June and July, 
and the remainder reserved for August and 
September. Thus the most satisfactory 
hanging and arrangement was secured. 

The American Institute of Graphic Arts 
announces an interesting program for the 



coming season. There will be exhibitions of 
wood engravings, color photography, etch- 
ings and periodical covers as well as one of 
general and special printing. The first 
meeting will be held in November. 

The Denver Artists' Club has purchased 
during the past year for its permanent 
collection paintings by Charles W. Haw- 
thorne, Chauncey Ryder and Bryson 
Burroughs. It has also received as a gift 
a water color by Miss Elizabeth Spalding 
purchased by private subscription. Under 
the auspices of the Club a collection of 
paintings by local artists is shown in the 
Public Library Gallery during the summer. 

The St. Louis Art Museum has purchased 
for its permanent collection two notable 
paintings which were included in the 
International collection sent out by the 
American Federation of Arts last year on a 
museum circuit: "Milking — -Evening," by 
Horatio Walker, reproduced on page 403 of 
this number of Art and Phogkess, and 
William Orpen's striking and brilliant 
portrait of himself. 

There was held at the Montclair Art 
Museum during the month of May an 
exhibition of etchings by Frank Brangwyn, 
R.A., R.P.E., of London, the leading 
British painter-etcher. These etchings have 
increased very rapidly in value the last few 
years, and the Montclair Museum offered 
an exceptional opportunity to see a repre- 
sentative collection, the exhibit comprising 
eighty-five prints in all. Other exhibits in- 
cluded miniatures by William J. Baer, and 
a loan collection of choice ivories. 

From June to September a collection of 
sixty-three paintings lent by artists of 
Montclair and vicinity was exhibited in 
this Museum. 

In the Toledo Museum of Art there will 
be on view during July and August a 
collection of Oil Paintings by Contemporary 
American Artists, assembled by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Arts from the Corcoran 
Gallery's Biennial Exhibiton and by special 
invitation from the artists' studios. Since 
February this collection has been shown 
in Erie, Pa., the Hackley Museum, Muske- 
gon and Decatur, 111. 
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At the suggestion of Mr. A. E. Gallatin, 
the well known collector and critic, one 
room in the Jesup Memorial Library at 
Bar Harbor, Me., has been set aside as a 
permanent Print Room. In this room an 
exhibition was opened on July 8th of prints 
presented by Mr. Gallatin as a foundation 
for a permanent collection, as well as a 
number of Japanese prints lent temporarily. 
The Gallatin prints include works by 
Whistler, Soga, Rembrandt, Dttrer and 
Bartolozzi. The Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston, lent a collection of modern prints 
which was shown from July 15th to August 
25th, and a collector has contributed many 
fine examples to be shown August 11th to 
25th. This constitutes the only art col- 
lection on Mt. Desert Island. There will 
also be a collection of books on prints in 
connection with the Print Room. 

Among the early announcements of the 
award of prizes at the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition at San Francisco, 
was that of the award of "highest honors" 
to two members of the Boston Society 
of Arts and Crafts. Mrs. Adelaide A. 
Robineau, of Syracuse, N. Y., received the 
Grand Prize in ceramics for her exhibition 
of porcelains, and Mrs. L. Averill Cole 
Howland, of Boston, received the Grand 
Prize for artistic bookbinding. 

BOOK REVIEWS 

WHAT PICTURES TO SEE IN 
AMERICA. BY LORINDA M. BRYANT. 
John Lane Co., New York, Publishers. Price 
$2.00 net. 

Mrs. Bryant has previously told us what 
pictures and what sculpture to see in 
Europe. She now conducts us through our 
own American Art Museums with the same 
discriminating judgment and real charm of 
personality and manner. Beginning with 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts a tour is 
made which includes the gallery of the Yale 
School of Art; the Brooklyn Institute; 
Metropolitan Museum, New York; Penn- 
sylvania Academy of the Fine Arts and the 
Wilstach collection, Philadelphia; Walters 
Gallery, Baltimore; Corcoran Gallery, 
Washington; Carnegie Institute, Pitts- 
burgh; and the museums and galleries in 
S'yracuse, Rochester, Buffalo, Toledo, 



Detroit, Muskegon Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis, Indianapolis, Cincinnati, New 
Orleans, Ft. Worth, Tex., St. Louis, Sacra- 
mento and San Francisco. This is a good 
deal of ground to cover in one small volume 
and naturally much is left unsaid. There 
is one notable and very regrettable omission, 
the National Gallery in Washington, which 
is not mentioned at all. The Walters 
Gallery in Baltimore is also very inade- 
quately referred to. The book does not 
pretend, however, to be a complete guide 
or a scholarly treatise, but rather a sign 
post pointing the way to the treasures to 
be found upon inquiry. It is, as such, very 
admirable, and should prove of both in- 
terest and value. The writer's enthusiasm, 
while pleasantly reticent, is both well 
founded and contagious. 

THE ART OF THE EXPOSITION. 

BY ETJGEN NEUHAUS. Paul Elder & Com- 
pany, San Francisco, Publishers. Price $1.50 net. 

This book, published in San Francisco, 
the early part of the summer, gives a de- 
delightful and very comprehensive descrip- 
tion of the architecture, sculpture, mural 
decorations, color scheme, illumination and 
other esthetic features of the Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition, which has 
drawn so many this year to the Pacific 
coast. The author was chairman of the 
western advisory committee and member 
of the San Francisco jury in the Depart- 
ment of Fine Arts of the Exposition and is 
assistant professor of Decorative Design 
in the University of California. He had the 
advantage of seeing the work, in a measure, 
grow, and he views the collections of paint- 
ings with a fresh and unwearied eye. The 
treatment is not critical, though there are 
occasional criticisms offered modestly as 
from a personal viewpoint which merit 
thoughtful consideration. The illustra- 
tions are numerous and excellent. Such a . 
book both prepares the visitor for the full 
enjoyment of what may be seen and serves 
admirably as a souvenir of that which has 
been seen. ; ; _ 

Supplementing this book a second volume 
has been prepared for publication which 
deals specifically with "The Galleries of the 
Exposition." This is to be uniform in 
style, size and price, and will likewise no 
doubt be of continuing interest.
